DINKY-DI 
DYNaEMO

Alone in a corner of the 
Sydney Football Stadium 
dressing room, Graham 
Arnold pondered what 
might have been following 
Australia's 1-1 draw with 
Israel in the World Cup 
qualifier. 

It signalled the end of 
the Socceroos' campaign - 
they had failed in the 
quest to get to Italia '90. 

For Arnold, as proud an 
Australian as there is, it 
was time to contemplate 
what had gone wrong. 
Morever, what lay ahead. 

What went through his 
mind during those long 
reaches of the night is a 
matter of conjecture. 

He hardly remembers 
himself. 

"We were really hurt - 
devastated," he laments. 

"Blokes from the media 
came up and consoled us 
before asking for an inter- 
view, but I didn't know 
what to say. 

"It was the worst feeling. 

"We were so close." 


Arnie had been so de- 
termined to get his coun- 
try to the finals for only 
the second time... and so 
eager to repay the 45,000 
crowd that had packed the 
Stadium to help them get 
there. 

"That was one of the 
worst points. Everyone put 
their faith in us and after 
all the hype and build-up, 


the publicity and support, 
we couldn't deliver the 
goods. It was sickening." 


Now that the dust has 
settled, he has his sights 
firmly set on restoring the 
faith the public showed 
that day in the Socceroos. 

"I dearly want to be in- 
volved with the Australian 
team for the 1994 World 
Cup in the USA. 

"We have laid the 
groundwork in the past 
couple of seasons and 
should go on with it. 

"It is great to see the 
ASF is committed to hav- 
ing the national team play 
as regularly as possible,” 
Arnold says. 

"I want to be part of the 
next campaign," he said, 
genuinely concerned. 


Graham James Arnold 
was born on August 3, 
1963 in Sydney and is as 
‘dinky di' as they come. 

"Both my parents were 
born in Australia," he says 
with pride. 

He began his footballing 
career as a Sutherland 
Shire junior, before spend- 
ing two NSW State League 
seasons with Canterbury 
and then linking with Syd- 
ney Croatia in 1982 ina 
$10,000 transfer. 

It was at Canterbury 
where Arnold first met his 
mentor Ron Corry. 

"He was the reason I 
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stayed at Croatia this sea- 
son," claims Arnold. 

"Ron has had a big in- 
fluence on my career. He 
was the one who took me 
aside at Canterbury and 
drilled a bit more educa- 
tion in me by telling me I 
had the ability to play. 

"He promoted me from 
the third grade into the se- 
nior side there and has 
been my mentor since 
then. Even during Ve- 
dran's (Rozic) days as 
coach (at Sydney Croatia), 
I went to Ron for advice." 


Arnold can boast many 
a memorable moment. 

"It really all took off in 
1986. I kicked off my Aus- 
tralian career the year be- 
fore but in 86 everything 
went extra well. 

"I had to miss four 
weeks with ankle liga- 
ments damage during the 
pre-season but once that 
was cured, it was all sys- 
tems go. 

"The highest accolade 
any player can receive is 
to be voted the Players' 
Player of the Year. That's 
what happened to me in 
1986, and I also took out 
the NSW and Australian 
Press awards... it was a 
big year personally. 

"To beat Argentina 4-1 
in 1987 in Sydney and 
then play in the Bicenten- 
nial Gold Cup finals 
against Brazil was great 
too. 
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"T'll also never forget the 
1-0 win over Yugoslavia in 
the Olympics in 1988." 


Graham Arnold yearns, 
almost to the point of ob- 
session, for a national ti- 
tle. 

“We've been too close to 
call it unlucky," he says of 
Croatia's failure in the 
past. 

The closest and most 
recent brush with the hon- 
or was in 1988. 

Croatia was denied its 
first ever NSL champi- 
onship when it lost the 
Grand Final to Marconi in 
a nailbiting penalty 


* shootout. 


"I think it is fair to say 
that we had that game in 
the bag, until that bloke 
(Zlatko Nastevski) and 
(Frank) Farina had their 
word.” 

With 90 seconds re- 
maining before the end of 
extra time, Croatia was 2- 
1 ahead but Nastevski 
fashioned a slide rule pass 
to the flying Farina who 
was brought to grief by Ve- 
dran Rozic. 

Nastevski coolly slotted 
the penalty past Anthony 
Franken, to send the Big 
One into the shootout. 

"Shattered," says 
Arnold. 

"I just stood there 
stunned. It hardly seemed 
fair. 

"We had done all that 


was required. Alan Hunter 
cancelled out Steve Calder- 
an's early goal and then 
Manis (Lamond) put us 
ahead with a header. 

"I thought - this is it 
man, we are going to final- 
ly win one, but..." 


Arnold believes Aus- 
tralian soccer is taking a 
turn for the better even at 
club level. 

"The game is still in- 
credibly fast but it has be- 
come more skilful in 
Australia - and that is a 
good thing. 

"I'm not the most gifted 
player around, but I've al- 
ways put in 100 per cent 
and it's something I must 
help instill in the younger 
players coming through at 
both club and internation- 
al level." 


Arnie has not been the 
best trainer in the past. 

Have times changed the 
man? 

"I'm better than I was, 
but mate, this summer 
soccer business makes it 
pretty damn hard. 

"Really, as club captain, 
I'd be a fool if I didn't put 
100 per cent in everything 
I do with the team - set the 
example - it's only right." 


Arnold counts his bless- 
ings for avoiding any seri- 
ous injuries even though 
his position as striker 


Grabam Arnold - on the loose for

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makes him a marked man. 

"I don't like to be on the 
sidelines watching, I'm one 
of the worst when it comes 
to watching my own team. 
There is nothing more 
galling than watching your 
mates out on the field and 
sitting in the stands, help- 
less, 

"I've been pretty fortu- 
nate in that regard, luck 
has been on my side and 
injuries have been few." 

Arnold and Wally Savor, 
two of the old guard at 
Croatia were the club's on- 
ly everpresents last season 
with 26 games. 

"An injury can be a 
state of the mind thing," 
says Arnold. 

"You'll find that most 
central strikers, target 
men, cop absolute heaps 
in most matches - it's part 
of the game. 

"I've been singled out for 
some very special treat- 
ment in the past. You have 
to learn to accept it and 
hope the referee knows 
what he is doing. 

"The NSL and its refer- 
ees have improved over the 
years... but inconsistent 
refereeing is still one of the 
things I don't like about 
the game." 


Arnold has faced plenty 
of torrid opponents in the 
past but he rates Robbie 
Dunn, Charlie Yankos and 
Arno] Bertogna as the 
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hardest he has come up 
against. 

"Robbie Dunn was all 
legs and very, very good in 
the air. 

"Charlie Yankos is a sol- 
id and hard tackler who 
reads the game well and 
lets you know you've been 
in a game with him. 

"Arno Bertogna always 
gave me a hard time too. 
He is a very powerful play- 
ene 


One-on-one with

"It takes a lot out of a 
player and I have had 
trouble adjusting so far." 

"The heat kills a big guy 
like me. Honestly, I don't 
like it very much." 


ON SYDNEY CROATIA: 

"I was hell bent on leav- 
ing Croatia at the start of 
the new season. I really 
had set my mind on join- 
ing Eddie Thomson at Syd- 
ney Olympic ... considering 
what happened there in 
November, I'm glad I did- 
n't. 

"I've been at Edensor 
Park for quite a long time 
now and the reason I 
wanted to leave was I had 
played under one coach 
(Vedran Rozic) and the 
same ideas for too long. 

"But then Ron Corry 
was given the job and he 


asked me to stay and give 
him a chance - I agreed, 
because Ron has been 
there from the start for 
me. 

"Staying was the least I 
could do. 

"lam taking this season 
like all before, one step at 
a time. 

"I'm on a one year con- 
tract and I'll look at my fu- 
ture when this season 
ends." 


THE BEST PLAYERS: 

“Frank Farina and 
Zarko Odzakov are the 
best I've played with and 
against in Australia. 

"You always knew with 
Odzakov that the ball 
would be played straight 
to your feet and all you 
had to do was be in the 
right place to take advan- 
tage of his passing skills. 

"You were never worried 
about getting service when 
he was there - undoubted- 
ly the most talented ball 
player I've seen. 

"I admire what Farina 


has done. 

"Frankie continues to 
improve out of sight and 
that is the mark of a great 


player. 
"He made superb 
progress in Australia 


(through Canberra Arrows, 
Sydney City and Marconi) 
and has now gone over- 
seas and kicked on. 

"Plenty of people rave 
about Edi Krncevic and 
Craig Johnston being our 
best exports, but I don't 
thing either comes close to 
Farina. 

"He is in Belgium now 
and Krncevic is in France, 
I've played with both and I 
rate Frank ahead of Edi." 


ON GOING OVERSEAS: 

"I've had a couple of 
chances but not as many 
as have been reported in 
the Sydney press. 

"Most were just stories 
although Maccabi of Israel 
approached me recently 
and I was interested in 
what they were saying. The 
biggest problem was Syd- 


ney Croatia asking a 
ridiculous fee, something 
like $100,000... that 
makes it very hard ona 
player. 

"You have to consider 
when a fee as big as that is 
put up in front of an over- 
seas club, the player suf- 
fers immeasurably, the 
singing-on fee gets cut in 
half and that leaves the 
player with a fair bit to 
think about - not the least 
of which is whether or not 
it is financially viable to 
make the move. 

"At this stage of my ca- 
reer all those things have 
to be taken into account. 

"If anything, I'd like to 
think that Croatia would 
consider loaning me out 
for a year to a European 
club and see how it goes 
from there."

"My ultimate goal is to 
represent my country at 
the World Cup. 

"There has been plenty

"I love being with the 
blokes during away match- 
es and the build-up to a 
big match, all the hype is 
great. 

"I enjoy the camps as 
well, although a lot of play- 
ers don't. 

"I'm happy with what 
I've achieved in the past 
with the Socceroos. 

"From 48 games I have 
grabbed 25 goals, remem- 
bering that about ten of 
those matches were played 
out of midfield - so, I think 
I have done my job, and 
that is to score goals."

IMPROVEMENTS TO THE 
QUIT NATIONAL SOCCER 
LEAGUE: 

"The biggest problem is 
the state of some grounds 
in the NSL, 

"They have moved the 
season to summer in order 
to get better crowds and 
quality football, but if the 
stadia aren't looked at se- 
riously, it might be just a 
waste of time. 

"It is absolutely essen- 
tial that each and every 
ground be fitted with prop- 
er floodlighting. 

"Early in the season we 
went down to play South 
Melbourne at Middle Park 
and because of the lack of 


floodlighting, we kicked off 
at 5pm. By the time the 
second half had come 
around, a thunderstorm 
was brewing and we were 
practically playing in the 
dark. 

"Really some of the facil- 
ities in Melbourne are a 
nightmare. 

"Edensor Park is a fair 
complex, but it is absolute 
luxury compared to some 
Melbourne grounds. 

"The NSL should get as 
many clubs as possible to 
copy the Marconi Stadium 
complex at Bossley Park. If 
they were all like that set- 
up then the NSL would 
truly be healthy.” 


THE FUTURE: 

"I don't think I could ev- 
er be a coach. I'm not 
pushy enough. 

"I'd like to possibly do a 
bit of writing in the media 
or TV work like Kozzie 
(John Kosmina) on the 
ABC - that would be fun. 

"But once my career 
ends, I've got my carpentry 
to fall back on. It is a 
source of real comfort to 
know that I have a trade in 
my pocket and that I won't 
have to worry what to do 
when it is all over. 

"But my most immedi- 
ate aim is to win a champi- 
onship and then represent 
Australia at the next World 
Cup." 


ON MANIS LAMOND AND

“Manis has got as much 
natural talent as you'll ev- 
er see. His finishing isn't 
as potent as Croatia would 
like, but he is an enter- 
tainer and when he is on 
song, there is not too 
many better to watch than 
him." 


On Robbie Slater, who 
moved from Sydney Croat- 
ia to Anderlecht in Novem- 
ber but has not been able 
to break into the first team 
at the Belgian first division 
club. 

“Robbie's situation has 
made me very guarded 
about making the move to 
Europe and fulltime pro- 
fessional football. 

"I've spoken to him and 
it isn't all that it is cracked 
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up to be. For Robbie, who 
is a very strong character 
to say this - then there 
must be problems." 

Arnold talked of Slater 
not getting any of the mon- 
ey he was promised and 
little or none of the so- 
called perks that go with 
being a professional foot- 
baller.

"He works so hard, up 
and down the field yet he 
still finds time to produce 
the goods in front of goal, 
both scoring and laying on 
chances.

Ferenc Puskas is the 
biggest world soccer per- 
sonality to coach in Aus- 
tralia at club level. 

The legendary Hungar- 
ian superstar was ap- 
pointed at South 
Melbourne in unusual cir- 
cumstances at the start of 
the season. 

Puskas first came to 
Australia in 1984 ona 
promotional visit - and 
took an immediate liking 
to the country. 

He returned a second 
time on a private holiday 
and then made a third trip 
when he accepted a con- 
tract to conduct a junior 
coaching school. 

The school was not 
successful but Puskas de- 
cided to stay on and en- 
joyed the anonymity of 
Melbourne's eastern sub- 
urbs for eight months. 

South Melbourne made 
brief enquiries about 
coaching interest and re- 
ceived a good response 
from Puskas. But the in- 
terest came near the end 
of the 1989 season and 
the outgoing committee 
decided to leave the final 
decision to the new ad- 
ministration which was to 
be appointed at the annu- 
al general meeting and 
was to include a new pres- 


ident in George Vasilopou- 
los. 

By then Puskas had 
decided to return to his 
villa in Spain - but he 
agreed to leave a contact 
number with the club 
should it decide to pursue 
the interest. 

Vasilopoulos acted as 
soon as he became the 
club's new leader, parting 
company with Brian Gar- 
vey and offering the job to 
the Hungarian great. 

Puskas accepted the 
job but South had to pull 
strings to get him back in 
time for pre-season train- 
ing because most incom- 
ing overseas flights were 
booked out. 

Finally Olympic Air- 
ways, a long time friend of 
Australian soccer and a 
past sponsor of South 
Melbourne, agreed to pro- 
vide first class tickets for 
Puskas and his wife to ar- 
rive in Melbourne in late 
October. 

Puskas thus added his 
illustrious name to the 
141 coaches who have had 
charge of an Australian 
club in the Quit NSL's 14 
year history. 

He went to the top of 
the big name list ahead of 
Tommy Docherty and Dra- 
go Sekularac, who were

Two seasons in Paraguay in charge 
of Unam America and Cerro 
Porteno. 

Appointed coach of South Mel- 
boume, Australia, September 1989.

among the other overseas 
coaches to have charge of 
Australian clubs. 

Docherty had _ two 
stormy spells at Sydney 
Olympic and crammed a 
four month stint at South 
Melbourne in 1982 in be- 
tween. 

Sekularac, who ranks 
as Yugoslavia's all time 
greatest player, had two 
seasons in charge of 
Footscray JUST and was 
voted the NSL's coach of 
the year in 1986. 

He is now in charge of 
Red Star, one of the giants 
of Yugoslav soccer. 

Other overseas coaches 
brought to coach in Aus- 
tralia were less successful. 

Welsh international 
Terry Hennessey, who 
came here after winning 
the USA soccer super 
bowl, had two stormy en- 
gagements at Melbourne 
Croatia in 1986 and 87. 

St George dismissed 
Hungarian coach Josef 
Gelei after only two 
months in 1979. 

Rumanian Josif Procop 
lasted even less at Inter 
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Monaro in 1985 - just four 
games before he was axed. 
Englishman Mike Laing 
was the first overseas 
coach engaged by an NSL 
club and had a two year 
stint with Western Sub- 
urbs before it was taken 
over by Apia Leichhardt. 

Other imported coach- 
es were Dutchman Simon 
Kistemaker at Brisbane Li- 
ons in 1983, Yugoslavs 
Mirsad Fazlagic and Ilija 
Dimoski at JUST, and An- 
don Doncevski and Ivan 
Raznjevic. 

Doncevski, who won a 
Yugoslav first division title 
with Vardar in 1987, led 
Preston to a place in the 
Top five and an appear- 
ance in the championship 
finals in 1989 but was not 
re-appointed. 

Raznjevic, who had an 
extensive coaching career 
in Canada and Saudi 
Arabia, is in his second 
season with Melbourne 
Croatia and has blended a 
squad which is capable of 
challenging for honors in 
the current campaign.

and 85). 

Cedo Cirkovic, Len 
McKendry, Nerio Saftich 
and Jim Hermiston were 
the other coaches to have 
three separate stints at the 
one club. 

Cirkovic was the first 
coach of Footscray in the

charge for three years, 
then returned to the club 
in 82 and again later in 86. 

McKendry first took 
charge of Heidelberg in 
1980, and then returned 
to the club in 81 and again 
later in 82. 

Saftich coached Bris- 
bane City in 1977, then 
returned in 79 and 82. 

Hermiston's three 
stints also were with Bris- 
bane City. He had charge 
of the club in 1983, 85 and 
86. 

Peter Jaksa had two

The coach was appointed in charge of Sydney A in 
controversial circumstances pre-season in 1987 and was 
axed after just one game when Sydney City thrashed 
Olympic 2-0 in the opening round of the season. 

The match also turned out to be Sydney City’s last ever 
game as the club folded the following week. 

The points from the game were subsequently annulled 
from the NSL records and there still is conjecture whether 
Lukic should be credited with his one game in charge. 

In practical terms, Lukic has been an NSL coach in a 
game that doesn't exist.

Tommy Anderson is the only soccer writer who has held a 
coaching job in the NSL. Anderson, a former player of South 
Melbourne and St George, turned to reporting after finishing his 
playing career in the sixties. 

He managed to combine his work for the Sydney Daily Mirror 
with coaching Sydney Olympic in 1978. 

He managed 11 NSL games in charge of the volatile club 
before departing from the coaching scene to concentrate on 
reporting again.

BETTER THAN MARCONI

South Melbourne has all 
the ingredients to take over 
from Marconi as the super 
club of the Quit NSL. 

That is the strong belief of 
seasoned campaigner Steve 
Blair. 

"I can't get over the poten- 
tial this squad has got. This 
set of players is young and 
enthusiastic and has got 
loads of ability. The only fac- 
tor missing is experience be- 
cause Paul Wade and myself 
are the only older campaign- 
ers and both of us are only 
28. 

"As long as it is kept to- 
gether for a while, there is no 
telling what it can achieve." 

Blair, more than anyone, 
has the credentials to make 
comparisions at South Mel- 
bourne - more so because he 
is not given to making wild 
statements. 

The centreback has sur- 
vived for 11 seasons in the 
cauldron that is the South 
Melbourne first team. 

Blair holds the record for 
the most number of NSL ap- 
pearances for South Mel- 
bourne - over 260 games in 
11 seasons since joining in 
1980. 

His tally is a unique re- 
cofd which is unlikely to be 
surpassed at South Mel- 
bourne, where the pressure is 
on for players to produce con- 
stantly. 

South Melbourne has 
used 99 players in its 14 
years of NSL competition and 
only 12 have survived to play 
100 or more games in the 
competition for the club. 

Blair and goalkeeper Peter 
Laumets are the only two who 
have played 200 matches. 

"I don't know how or why 
I've survived for so long but 
I'm certain that not getting 


involved in the politics has 
helped," Blair says. 

"South Melbourne is a 
club which has had commit- 
tee and coaching changes but 
I've just concentrated on play- 
ing my game without med- 
dling in anything else and 
that helped. 

“It has been a good club to 
my family and me - I have re- 
spected them and they have 
respected me in return. 

"I have tried to be as con- 
sistent as possible but the 
club is not given enough cred- 
it for sticking by their loyal 
servants even when they have 
played a bad game or two." 

Looking back, Blair rates 
his first season in 1980 and 
the club's championship win 
in 1984 as his most memo- 
rable seasons to date, but is 
confident that the best is yet 
to come. 

"The first season was im- 
portant because I came to the 
club from Albion as a teenag- 
er not expecting to break into 
the first team. My contract 
said I would be paid so much 
IF I got a game in the seniors 
so they didn't expect me to 
get into the team - and nei- 
ther did I. 

"In 1984, we not only won 
the NSL championship, but 
took out all the major hon- 
ours, We won the NSL's 
Southern Division, took out 
the Buffalo Cup, conceded 
the least number of goals and 
were the top scoring side in 
the competition. 

"We did that with a good 
blend of experience and 
youth.” 

But while the past has 
been good, Blair enthuses 
about the present day squad 
and describes it as potentially 
better than the 1984 team.

And he says that Mehmet 
Durakovic is the best signing 
South Melbourne has made 
in his time at the club. 

Durakovic, playing at 
sweper behind Blair, is one of 
the major reasons why 
South's defence has tightened 
up and is conceding a lot less 
"silly" goals this season. 

"I have nothing but praise 
for Mehmet - he has been un- 
believable," says Blair. 

"He is as quick as any- 
thing, reads situations su- 
perbly, is always in my ear 
making my job about chal- 
lenges and tackles easier and 
for a defender, he is some 
tackler. 

“He has given me added 
confidence and his quickness 
has made the biggest differ- 
ence to our backline. 

"There is only one other 
player who has come close to 
him in my time at South Mel-

bourne and that was John 
Yzendoorn.” 

Blair has lost none of the 
appetite for the game. 

"It has never been tedious 
because there have been 
changes in players and on the 
coaching side and it has al- 
ways been a challenge. 
Whether it's at the club or 
among the opposition there 
has always been new players 
coming up with their new 
skills and personalities and 
I've always found it interest- 
ing taking on someone I have 
not played against before. 

"I'm keen and eager.” 

Asked how long he ex- 
pects it to last, Blair says, 
"My contract is up at the end 
of the year but I have no de- 
sire to move elsewhere. My 
services are always available 
to South Melbourne for as 
long as they want me to stay."

PACESETTER

South Melbourne was 
formed in 1959 by the amal- 
gamation of Hellenic and 
Yarra Park. 

A few months later, the 
club linked up with South 
Melbourne United which used 
the Middle Park Stadium. 

Hellenic and Yarra Park 
were struggling State League 
clubs while South Melbourne 
United never got higher than 
first division. 

Most of the work for the 
amalgamation was done by 
Theo Marmaras, then presi- 
dent of Hellenic. 

Marmaras went on to be- 
come chairman and president 
of the Victorian Soccer Feder- 
ation and a leading official of 
the Australian Soccer Federa- 
tion. 

He remains the longest 
serving president of South 
Melbourne. 


As well as providing a 
ground, the amalgamation of 
the three teams gave the new 
club a number of classy play- 
ers and South Melbourne fin- 
ished its first season, 1960, 
as the runaway champion of 
the First Division North, 

The club was undefeated, 
and won the title by a massive 
12 points. 

John Margaritis was among 
the players in that initial sea- 
son. 

After finishing fifth in its 
first season in the State 
League, South engaged new 
arrival from Egypt, Manny 
Poulakakis as coach and un- 
der him won its first ever 
State League title in 1962. 

In '63, South made it to the 
pre-season Ampol Cup final 
but had a disappointing 
league campaign finishing 
sixth.

IF the appointment of Ferenc Puskas can be pinpointed down 
to one man, Elias Donoudis deserves the credit. 

Donoudis, the sports editor of Australia's leading Greek 
per, Neos Cosmos, established a close friendship with Puskas while 
the Hungarian legend was living in the anonimity of Melbourne's east- 
ern suburbs in 1989. 

Donoudis floated the Idea of coaching in the NSL and when 
Puskas showed interest, the journalist approached South Melbourne 
and organised the first meeting between the two parties. 

Donoudis was a goalkeeper in his playing days and can claim to 
have made two senior appearances in the Greek first division with Ver- 
ria. 

He was far more interested in reporting however and after finish- 
ing his university studies in Greece, worked his way up from a corre- 
spondent for the sports paper in Salonika to work fulltime at the paper 
as well as doing radio work. 

He came to Australia in November 1970 and after a year of work 
with the Athletic Echo and the Hellenic Herald, was appointed sports 
editor of Neos Cosmos. He has held that position since - a total of 19 
years of keeping Melbourne's large Greek community abreast of all the 
sports news and especially of South Melbourne's progress in the NSL. 

Donoudis is married to Dimitra and has two sons, Vassili, 15, and 
Gabriel 21 months.

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For 1964, the club recruit- 
ed heavily importing former 
Manchester Utd player Ernie 
Ackerley and Jim Pyrgolios 
from Panatinaikos, and sign- 
ing Jim Adam, to win another 
State League title. 

Leo Damianakos from Kala- 
mata in Greece, further 
strengthened the team in 
1965 and the club successful- 
ly defended the champi- 
onship. 

Another star, Con 
Nestoridis (striker for AEK 
and the Greek national team) 
joined in 1966. 

He was 37 but his mag- 
netism had not waned and 
apart from doubling the 
crowds, he helped the club to 
yet another State League title, 
finishing two points ahead of 
Slavia. 

The run of success came to 
a halt in 1967 and after fin- 
ishing fourth, the club em- 
barked on a huge recruiting 
campaign bringing 10 players 
from Greece. It tumed out to 
be unsuccessful and most of 
them returned back to 
Greece, but under coach Lou 
Brocic, the club won the 1969 
and 70 Ampol Cup. In the 
league, South finished sev- 
enth in '69, and fifth in '70. 

South switched to recruit- 
ing local players, signing 
among others Steve Walker 
and Jim Armstrong. 

Armstrong finished as club 
top scorer with 13 goals, Pyr- 
golios was voted the Victorian 
player of the year and South 
went through 13 matches un- 
defeated, but the club had to 
settle for second spot, a point 
behing Footscray. 

Bill Curran was appointed 
coach in 1972 and the club 
got involved in a tussle with 
George Cross for the State 
League championship. 

Cross led for most of the 
campaign, but South finally 
nudged ahead in the 21st 
round. 

In the concluding round, 
South could only manage a O- 
O draw with Juventus, (while 
Cross beat Austria 2-1) but 
the club hung on to win the 
title on goal average. 

After finishing third in 
1973, South introduced a 
sprinkling of younger players 
in 74, and led the league for 
most of the season to finish 
four points ahead of runner 
up George Cross and win its 
sixth title. 

The side included Arthur 
Xanthopoulos, Ulysses Kokki- 
nos, Armstrong, Bourne and 


Walker and occasionally Ron 
Smith, (now the head coach at 
the Institute of Sport). 

In 1975, South signed the 
great Jimmy Mackay from 
Hakoah Sydney, and a num- 
ber of other top name players 
and won the Dockerty Cup 
but it was pipped for the title 
by arch rival Fitroy United 
(later to become Heidelberg). 

Star strikers Peter Ollerton 
($9000 from Apia) and Dun- 
can Cummings ($10,000 from 
Melbourne) were recruited in 
1976 and after winning the 
Ampol Cup, South went on to 
win the championship by a 
huge nine points. 

South Melbourne was 
among the founder members 
of the National League in 
1977. 

South discarded Armstrong, 
Walker, Bourne and Mackay 
claiming they were too old for 
the competition. 

It recruited heavily, but 
without the old backbone of 
the team, the club finished 
11th in that first season of the 
Phillips League. 

New coach Dave Maclaren 
embarked on another huge re- 
cruiting campaign in 1978 
signing John Hansen and 
Stuart Baxter from Sweden, 
Bertie Lutton and Bobby 
McGuinness from Sydney 
City, Sammy Wright from 
Wolves, George Campbell from 
Aberdeen, and promoting 
George Christopoulos from 
the reserves. The club fin- 
ished in a respectable third 
spot. 

Disaster struck in 1979 
when South was found guilty 
of fielding fullback Tony Turn- 
er without a clearance from 
England, and the club never 
recovered from having three 
points deducted for the of- 
fence. 

In that year of turmoil, Jack 
Reilly was sacked by Ma- 
claren, Maclaren was in turn 
sacked himself, Duncan 
Mackay lasted 9 matches as 
the new coach and he was re- 
placed by John Margaritis. 

The turmoil saw South fin- 
ishing last and having to go 
cap in hand seeking re-admis- 
sion in the NSL. It succeeded, 
while second last placed Syd- 
ney Olympic was relegated. 

The only bright spots of 
1979 were the arrival of Alan 
Davidson and Steve Blair, 
who proved a revelation after 
being recruited for a bargain 
$1000 apiece from Altona and 
Albion. 

Margaritis was retained as 
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Bruce MacLaren.

coach and he rebuilt the 
side with experienced play- 
ers to lift the club up to 
third spot in 1980. 

Socceroo Branko Buljevic 
and former Liverpool star 
Alun Evans led the attack 
and scored 18 goals be- 
tween them. 

Evans managed 14 on his 
own in 81 and with South 
climbed to finish second in 
the league behind Sydney 
City. 

Striker Charle Egan was 
signed from Frankston City 
in 1982 and he went on to 
score 20 goals but Margari- 
tis was released after the 
team lost four successive 
matches and the controver- 
sial Tommy Docherty was 
lured from England to take 
charge for an eventful five 
months. He was not re-ap- 
pointed after the club fin- 
ished sixth. 

Former national coach 
Rale Rasic took over and he 
rebuilt the side signing Os- 
ear Crino, Ken Murphy, 
Doug Brown, Bobby Rus- 
sell, and John Yzendoorn. 

The newcomers along 
with Davidson, Blair, and 
Egan were to bring the club 
its biggest success but 
there was unrest at com- 
mittee level following the 
departure of Sam Pa- 
pasavas, who had served as 
president for nine years. 

With the team still to set- 
tle, Rasic was axed 13 
rounds into the season. 

New coach Len McKendry 
lifted the side to finish 
fourth. 

The National League split 
into two divisions in 1984 
and South romped with the 
section made up of Mel- 
bourne, Adelaide and Bris- 
bane sides finishing five 
points ahead of runner up 


Heidelberg. 

In the championship 
play-offs it defeated Mel- 
bourne Croatia 3-1 and 
Heidelberg 4-2 to get into 
the Grand Final against 
Sydney Olympic. 

Charlie Egan scored both 
goals as the side won the 
away leg 2-1. The team won 
the return leg by the same 
score with John Yzendoorn 
and Oscar Crino scoring the 
goals. 

Doug Brown also took out 
the top scorer’s honor with 
22 goals. 

South again finished top 
of the Southern Division of 
the League in '85 but it was 
eliminated in the finals los- 
ing O-1 to Brunswick Juve 
and losing a_ penalty 
shootout against Preston at 
the end of a cracking 4-4 
draw. 

Egan was the league's top 
scorer with 21 goals. 

John Margaritis returned 
in '86 for his third stint in 
charge but the club was out 
of the title hunt and fin- 
ished seventh to barely 
make the cut-off as the NSL 
was being reduced from 24 
clubs back to one division 
of 14 teams. 

Brian Garvey took over as 
coach in 87 and after an or- 
dinary season, decided on a 
major overhaul of the team 
bringing in youngsters like 
Paul Trimboli, David Healy, 
Kimon Taliadoros, Harry 
Micheil, Paul Fernandes. 

The young team put on a 
memorable '88 season to 
finish third, but lost two 
play-off matches against 
Sydney Croatia and Mar- 
coni. 

Garvey stayed on for one 
more season before making 
way for Ferenc Puskas...

Shooting to score for Blacktown.

The Foundation SA State League 
competition faces a future brighter 
than the exotic new lighting system 
soon to be installed at the Hindmarsh 
Stadium. 

Through judicious management, 
the Board of the South Australian Soc- 
cer Federation has negotiated sponsor- 
ship which will bring the code over a 
million dollars during the first three 
years of the decade. 

Foundation South Australia is 
leading the sponsorship charge by con- 
tributing a staggering $800,000 over 
the next three years, 

The exciting new era has begun 
with the four million dollar State Gov- 
ernment package to revamp the exist- 
ing Hindmarsh Stadium complex. 

The facelift will include the eree- 
tion of a new grandstand on the east- 
ern side of the ground and extensions 
to the current western grandstand, 

When completed, the grandstand 
seated accommodation will be in- 
creased to 5000. 

The redevelopment will be a gradu- 
al process with stage 2 probably start- 
ing in 1991. 

Plans include the building of seat- 
ed accommodation at both ends of the 
stadium to conform with FIFA regula- 
tions and ensure that the venue is suit- 
able for the staging of World Cup| and 
Olympic Games internationals. 

South Australia's Minister of 
Recreation and Sport, Mr Kym Mayes, 
said his Government's decision to up- 
grade Hindmarsh Stadium recognizes 
the importance of soccer football in 
Australia. 

“Soccer has been a highly popular 
spot in South Australia for many years 
and State teams have captured some of 
the honors in national competitions,” 
said Mr Mayes, referring to South Aus- 
tralia's success in winning the DCM 
tournament in India in 1986. 

"The success of local teams in the 
National Soccer League since 1977 has 
considerably lifted the profile of the 
game in this State." 

While the South Australian Soccer 
Federation has gratefully accepted the 
financial bonanza proffered by the SA 
Government and Foundation SA, it has 
not shunned the help of long standing 
sponsors. 

Ampol Petroleum, PGH Bricks, 
South Australian Brewing Company, 
Coca-Cola, Bianco Builders Hardware 
have all renewed sponsorship pacts, 
while Seppelts have joined the SA soc- 
cer family, 

Federation general manager Mike 
Wells, who played a major role in nego- 
tiating the outstanding sponsorship 
deals, is confidently awaiting the 1990 
State League championship kick-off. 

“It will be the first full season un- 
der the Foundation SA banner and we 


are gearing to make it a huge success,” 
Mr Wells said. 

"With Adelaide Hellas now in the 
NSL, the championship is wide open 
and that will be good for the competi- 
tion. 

“We also have revamped the WEst 
End Premier Cup format to include the 
top eight second division clubs.” 

Mr Wells said the West End Pre- 
mier Cup series would be played 
throughout the year rather than at the 
end of the State League season as in 
previous seasons, 

"The old format was not popular 
with the clubs, the players or the pub- 
lic, but we expect the revised version 
will provide an attractive series which 
will compliment the State League com- 
petition. 

“Under the new programming, the 
year will climax with the PGH Federa- 
tion Cup final - which should bring the 
curtain down on a superb season," Mr 
Wells Said. 

Apart from the exciting prospects 
on the senior scene, SA soccer is 
buzzing with the increased interest and 
bigger involvement at junior level. 

Due in no small measure to the 
sterling work of the federation's devel- 
opment officer, Carlos Buzzetti, soccer 
is now third ranked in the Aussic 
Sports programme, ahead of Australian 
Football, cricket and basketball. 

The Aussie Sports scheme will re- 
ceive a further boost with the recruit- 
ment of leading Adelaide City and 
Adelaide Hellas players as coaches and 
instructors. 

The NSL and top State League men 
will pass on their expertise to the bud- 
ding Socceroos after undergoing coach- 
ing courses under Buzzetti. 

Socceroo Alex Tobin and Adelaide 
Hellas striker Lemmy Vatsilas were the 
first players to be recruited as Aussie 
Sports coaches - moves which proved 
mutually beneficial according to Mike 
Wells. 

“It was obvious after the players 
had taken the coaching course and 
then instructed the juniors that both 
had gained extra confidence and hat 
with the added poise, both improved 
their on field performances." 

With so much achieved before the 
new season gets under way, could there 
be a danger of complacency creeping in- 
to the Hindmarsh portals? 

Not so! 

“The next thing on the agenda is to 
establish a Fair Play award for the 
‘STate League clubs,” Mr Wells said. 

“We are keen to get this underway, 
but before we do, we must find a spon- 
sor."

MUST 
TEACH 


NOT RIDICULE 


By Manny Gambin, a former 
Victorian youth representative 
player, now working as a teacher. 

Recently | took part in a Level 
2 coaching course conducted by 
the Victorian Soccer Federation. 

The six day course was held 
over three weekends with empha- 
sis on techniques in specific soc- 
cer skills, and ways to develop 
and progress through those skills. 

The course was satisfactorily 
organized, rich in information and 
participant enthusiasm, but 
lacked in consistency and proper 
teaching technique by some in- 
structors, 

Victorian Coaching Director, 
Tim White, and former NSL coach 
John Gardiner were the two main 
instructors, with other sessions 
conducted by Socceroo keeper 
Jeff Olver, Preston coach Ljube 
Jancev, and two State junior 
coaches. 

Around 30 aspiring coaches 
took part and all were required to 
conduct five separate coaching 
sessions on the various topics 
covered. 

In this area there was an 
overuse of humiliation by some in- 
structors and some sessions 
turned out to be far from ade- 
quate from the nervous partici- 
pants. 

| question the effectiveness of 
humiliating adults who pay good 
money to learn, not to be 
ridiculed. This archaic attitude of 
the course should change. 

The main instructors gave in- 
formative sessions and made the 
participants practice what was 
being shown. Jeff Olver's session 
on goalkeeping exercises and 
coaching points was definitely a 
morning well spent.
